NASA Medical Chief Says 
Overwork Brought Illnesses 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— For years Dr. Charles A. 
Berry has argued that astro­ 
nauts should take it easy in the 
final days before a flight. 
The astronauts’ chief physi­ 
cian may have made his point 
Thursday when the Apollo 9 
launching was postponed three 
days until Monday because of 
colds suffered by the three pi­ 
lots, Air Force Cols. Jam es A. 
McDivitt and David R. Scott

Apollo flights. 
I don’t think 
we’ve got a spacecraft that car­ 
ries germs around and infects 
them. And I can’t see where the 
cape has changed that much 
from the Mercury and Gemini 
days. 
“ What has changed is, the 
complexity of the flights has in­ 
creased such that the crew has 
got to put in considerable train­ 
ing and long hours and they 
don’t get enough rest.” Berry 
added:

which 
starts out a flight tired and you 
give them demanding tasks in a 
new environment without ade 
quate rest. You bring them 
back. debrief them for IO davs 
Then you put them out with 
thousands of people, and with 
their resistance low they’ve con­ 
to rte d illnesses.” 
Berry noted that all three of 
the Apollo 7 astronauts devel­ 
oped colds shortly after they 
were launched into orbit and 
that Air Force Col. Frank Bor­ 
man became nauseated and suf­ 
fered from an intestinal ailment 
during the Apollo 8 moon orbit 
flight.

Cigarette Tax 


For Pension 


Fund Urged , 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
one cent increase in the slate 
cigarette tax will be proposed 
to the Ohio Legislature as a 
means of obtaining funds to pay 
off interest costs of the Police 
and Firemen’s Pension Funds. 
Mayors and other officials of 
Ohio’s nine largest cities decided 
at a meeting here Thursday that 
a cigarette tax hike would be 
the best means of obtaining rev­ 
enue to pav off the huge debts 
they owe the fund. 
The cigarette tax increase, 
from seven to eight cents a pack, 
would bring in an additional $13 
million a year, according to 
John Gotherman, counsel for the 
Ohio Municipal League. 
Under the plan adopted by the 
city officials, $8 million would 
po toward the interest on the 
fund's total accrued liability of 
8413 million, while the other $5 
million would be used to stab­ 
ilize the employer’s current rate 
for future pensions and to pro­ 
vide a more realistic pension for 
widows. 
Gotherman 
said 
the 
cities 
agreed to annually pay 2 per 
cent of the interest costs begin­ 
ning in 1972. Under the plan, 
they would not pay any interest 
in 1969 and only I per cent in 
1971. 
Contributions from the state 
should cover the $16 million a 
year interest on the accrued li­ 
ability, Gotherman said. 
The largest chunk of the ac­ 
crued liability—$309 million—is 
owed by the nine cities repre­ 
sented at the meeting, Cleve­ 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati, To­ 
ledo, Dayton, Akron, Youngs­ 
town, Canton and Springfield.

Who would have predicted, when the 
first “automobile trailers'” appeared 
decades ago that they could someday 
be the answ er to the nation's serious 
housing problems? 
That's exactly what this booming in­ 
dustry

are 
being 
produced in growing factories. 
The industry now is heading into 
a n o t h e r 
adaptation. 
producing 
“m odules.” These are factory-produced 
units which can be easily put on a 
foundation and fastened together to 
form as sm all or large a house as is 
needed. 
These houses can be constructed for 
less cost than traditionally-produced 
housing. They can be put up m ore 


quickly, and the units can be built in 
factories the year around regardless of 
w eather. 
Homes and apartm ents are

housing costs. The governm ent is un­ 
derw riting projects for poverty hous­ 
ing.

NEW YORK (AP) — Almost 
every day, it seems, the con­ 
flicts of business with the socie­ 
ty in which it operates are mag­ 
nific:! and broadcast by activi­ 
ties that take place in hearing 
rooms and courts and university 
campuses. 
During the soaring sixties, as 
this decade is sometimes called, 
the uproar has been almost con­ 
tinuous, ironically at the very 
time that business has been 
making great financial contribu­ 
tions to millions of pocketbooks. 
Why. then, the conflicts? 
Judging from the nature of 
the complaints, some critics as­ 
sert, the answer seems to lie in 
the changing relationship of so­ 
ciety and business. 
Since old roles no longer have 
meaning, they argue, the rules 
too must change, just as they do 
in sports or in international af­ 
fairs or in politics or in federal- 
state relations - or education. 
And it is happening, massively. 


In testimony this week in 
Washington, for example, the 
ne.v head of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission told a 
House subcommittee that feder­ 
al tax laws may be encouraging 
the recent spate of mergers and 
conglomerate corporations. 
These mergers, said Chair­ 
man Hamer Budge, often are 
accomplished through use of 
borrowed money, the interest on 
which may be deducted for in­ 
come tax purposes. And 
so 
some congressmen are suggest­ 
ing that the tax laws be changed 
to discourage more mergers. 
The new obligations of 
the 
stock markets to the rest of 
American life illustrates this 
changing 
relationship. 
Stocks 
once were the playthings of the 
wealthy: now- they are the tick­ 
ets to wealth for an aspiring 
middle class.

In the 1960s alone the number 
of shareholders has nearly dou­ 
bled to more than 26 million, 


which indicates that business 
methods and regulations geared 
to another age may have be­ 
come dated. 
During this same period the 
number and assets of institu­ 
tions—funds and endowments, 
for example—have grown many 
times over, and some reliable 
authorities estimate that 50 per 
cern of all stock trading is by 
these groups.

LONDON (AP) — The Bank 
of England raised the British 
bank rate Thursday in an ap­ 
parent bid to clamp down on 
consumer spending and enforce 
the government’s credit-squeeze 
program.

The rate, which is the basis 
for all the country’s interest 
rates, was moved forward to 8 
per cent—an increase of I per 
cent. The move puts the bank 
rate at the same level estab­ 
lished during the crisis of 1967 
when the pound was devalued. 
In effect the rate is the equiv­ 
alent of the discount rate in the 
United States, except that it is 
set by the Bank of England in­ 
stead of the Federal Reserve 
Board. All the country’s interest 
rates are set according to it 
The increase came as a shock 
to financiers in London who 
viewed it a> a savage move to 
tighten the nation s economy.

JESUS PREPARES HIS DISCIPLES FOR HIS DEATH 


Scripture—Mark 8:91-9:IS.

AGAIN this week, aa in last 
week's lesson, we have more 
verses assigned that can pos­ 
sibly be considered properly. So 
we must pick and choose, cov­ 
ering as much of the assigned 
Scripture as possible. 
Jesus and His disciples trav­ 
eled north and slightly east of 
the Sea of Galilee to the sub­ 
urbs of Caesarea Philippi, the 
farthest northern point of our 
Lord’s 
travels in 
Palestine. 
Though the disciples did not 
know it, one can be sure that 
Jesus knew that this particular 
day would prove to be one of 
the most critical in His public 
ministry. 
As they walked, they talked. 
But Jesus startled them all into 
silence by asking them whom 
the people they had talked with 
thought Jesus was.

Pet­ 
er, unable to accept the thought 
of his master's suffering and 
death, began to openly rebuke 
Him.

Jesus 
now called them to Him. Any of 
those who oould follow Him, Ha 
said, must deny tbs natural, 
sinful self as it centers in tbs 
things of men, and share the 
suffering that would come as a 
result of being one of Christ’s 
own.

It assumed 
its present name in 1954 and a 
year later shifted from Atlanta, 
Ga., to Fort Worth. 
The commission now is pro­ 
ducing 28 radio and television 
programs heard weekly by an 
audience estimated at 50 mil­ 
lion. 
Four programs in Spanish and 
one each in Russian, Portugese, 
Italian, Chinese and Navajo are 
heard in 40 countries over 425 
language stations. 
Working with the three major 


networks—NBC, ABC and CBS 
—the commission has under­ 
taken some ambitious tasks. 
These include color television 
documentaries such as “ Walk 
Beside Me,” dealing with the 
apostle Paul’s missionary jour­ 
neys, and “ The Inheritance,” an 
archeological trek through Old 
Testament times. 
One of the most successful, 
and 
expensive 
ventures 
has 
been “ Jot,” a series of ^-m in ­ 
ute color cartoons designed for 
children aged 4 to IO. 
The commission is financed 
totally by Southern Baptiste, 
and its radio and television 
productions are offered on tape 
and film to stations for public 
service broadcasting. 
“ We don’t expect over the air 
to necessarily convert people,” 
explained the Rev. Ed Shipman, 
the commission’s promotion di­ 
rector. 
“ We are trying to create a 
spiritual climate with radio and 
television that will make people 
receptive to the Christian mes­ 
sage. We also are trying to 
make a genuine Christian con­ 
tribution to the moral and spir­ 
itual life of America.”

Health still beats wealth, and 
that’s why Tony Conigliaro and 
Rico Carty must be the happiest 
players in spring training.

“He looked great for the first 
time out.” commented Manager 
Pick Williams after watching 
Conigliaro hit five minutes. “He 
says he doesn’t want to be treat­ 
ed as a special case. He told me 
he’d like to go through the same 
program as the other guys, so 
he will.” 
Carty, one of the few active 
players in the major leagues 
with a batting average over 
.800, is coming back to Atlanta 
following a year layoff after he 
was stricken by tuberculosis 
last spring. 
The four-year veteran out­ 
fielder with a .305 career aver­ 
age also said he felt fine and 
proved it by hitting a few drives 
in batting practice. 
“My timing is off a little, but 


otherwise I feel the same as al­ 
ways,” he said. “I feel like I 
played all winter.”
